Dissolution of Parllamout, 


The organs of the Dominion Government 
have for some time past been hinting at a 
probable dissolution of the present House 
of Commons, and the ordering of a now 
election. The tunes which the organs 
have been playing hayo been of such dis- 
cordant character,that we haye hitherto not 
referred tothe subject, preterring to loave the 


‘Question in abeyance until something more 


 defloite than rumor was presented for 
public consideration. Not believing it 

possible that, with the election law ae it 
now stands, and as viewed snd denounced 

_ by the meinbers of the present Government 
that even they would so violate all pledgee, 
and so fisgrantly set a)! their professions in 
fayor of a pure election law at naught,as to 
force a general election upon the country 
without achangointho law. Yet, alter 
what has occurred, we have no right to 
®0ppose for a moment that any pledge, 
Profession, or promise, would prevent them 
doing soything ita party triumph would 
but be secured, ‘ 

The Premier, Mr. Mackenzie, has spoken 
two or three tines since his accession to 
poWer, and cucu tiny declared that » puro 
election law was th: © o.t plank In his 
Platform. At Londou this idea was brought 
oul prominently, aod at his nomination it 
Was again heralded to the world tliat one 
of their first acts would bo a pure election 
law, and yet we are now told that a gen- 
eral election is to be Heid under the same 
law that existed during the last Parliament, 
and if the boastings of the Grits about town 
Contain any troth,that election will be held 
fo a very short time, 


‘That a general election would take place 
re long we never doubted, but that men 
who haye said s) much abodt corrupt clecs 
tions; anil who baye declared that a pure 
election canoot be beld wader the present 
Jaw—tbat all the elections should bo held 
On the ramc day—and thatthe Ballot is 
the only means of preventing intimidation 
and corruption; should now ack for s re 
Dewal of power, without first atiempting to 
give force and cflect to their principles, is 
something for ihe ptopleto consider, and 
judge them by.

Fay, proprietors 
of the La Belle House at Oconomowoc, 
brought an action before a justice to recoy~ 
er $07.04, for meals and cigars farnished 
Ashley D, Harger, editor of the Ocono 
mowoo Zimes, Harger set up a counter 
claim of $160 for “puffing” the La Belle 
House. Harger appealed to, a jury. The 
case excited much interest, Harger be- 
ing well liked aod having @ solemn, ¢arn- 
est mianner of making very witty remarks. 
Tie testified that Fay would say to him: 
“Hargar, I've got a nice dinner to-day— 
come in’ No, I thank you, I’m going 
home.” Fay would prevail upon him to 
etay, and after dinner the following . gollox 
quy : “Everything in there all right, Har- 
gart’ ‘Everything excellent,” ‘Dessert 
allright?” Excellent.” ‘Ice Cream all 
right?” ‘Delicious, Mr, Fay.’ ‘Very 
well, remember this in your paper next 
week,” In return for dinners and cigars, 
Harger says that he told a great many lies 
—eilitorially—worth more than $1,000. 
He would neyer haye presented a bili for 
lies had not Fay fallen out with him and 
wanted pay for his dinners, Harger 
pleaded his own cage and the jury found 
a verdict for him, which threw the costs 
upon the hotel keeper, © 

The London Herald says: Such a suit 
would never haye come off in this city. 
Our editors would never think of telling 
$1,000 worth of lies for $97.04 worth of 
hasb, They are entirely too conscientious 
for that.” 

Tt is well that the city of London can 
boast of such ‘‘conscientious” editore, and 
itis to be regretted thatall are not alike.

Sn,--As a workingman, who at the 
Present time views with some degree of 
alarm the stagnation which exists in trade 
generally, and the results which must fol- 
low, arising froma want of employment 
for meckanics a8 well as Jaborers, I desire 
to ask my fellow workmen whether we 
should not, in the selection of our Council- 
lors, support men who assist in building up 
our Town by encouraging manufacturers 
rather than those whose money is inyested 
elaowhere, and who constantly import into 
the Town and County articlea manufactured 
elsewhere!

to contain dutiable goods myst not, under any 
circumstances, be opened by avy United States 
officer; but that it must be forwarded to Its 
destination, when the person to whom It is ad- 
dressed must be notified to attend, and must 
open the letter in the presence of 9 Customs 
officer, who may then seize dutlable property. 
But the principle is fally affirmed that a letter 
is sacred, and must not be opened even to pro- 
tect the revenue, 

In Canada o private letter was stolen from 
the post office and opened, With the adyice 
of three members of Parliament and a news- 
paper editor its contents were published. ‘Ihe 
man in whose possession the stolen letter was 
found was selected to preside ata dinner given 
by his party to one of the men who advised the 
publication, and it is sald by his friends that 
he is to be made postmaster of the very office 
from which the letter was stolen. One of the 
three advisers has been made a Minister of tho 
Crown, and itis positively sald by his friends 
that the editor is to be raised to the Senate. 

“*Thos we see that, while in the United 
States even the detention (much less the open- 
ing) of a Jetter suspected to contain dutiable 
merchandise will not be tolerated; in Canada, 
the steallog, opening and publication of a pri- 
vate letter is a road to political preferment.’’ 


Election Law. 


Two Acts were passed by the present 
Parliament, which has yet a few miserable 
days to linger by the grace of the @lbs,and 
its deputy, —who is facetiously called the 
Prime Minister,—which becomes of some 
interest just now, The firet was an Act 
assented to May 22nd last, to take effect for 
one year, making ‘‘temporary provisions 
for the election of members to the House of 
Commons.” The Act provides (sec, 2) that 
the election law iu torce in Ontario at the 
passiog of the British North America Act 
1867, are to apply, subject to certain excep- 
tions. The gist of the Act, as it relates to 
the coming election, is as follows :— 

Election in any constituency to last for 
one day only. 

The qualification of voters to be the same 
as that established in 1869 aa the qualifica- 
tion of voters to the Logislative Assembly. 

The Voters’ Lists to be the same as if the 
election was to be for a member to the As- 
sembly, 

The polling-places and sub-divisions to 
be the same. 

The * bribery clause” proyides that no 
candidate shall give any sum of money, 
place, gratuity, reward, or any bond or 
bill, or conveyance of land, by himself or 
hia authorized agent, or to induce an elec- 
tor to vote or abstain from voting; or uso 
any threats; or keep open any house of 
entertainment for the accommodation of 
electors at hiscost. And if found guilty of 
any such conduct, such candidate, it elect- 
ed, his election shall be declared to be void, 
and he shall not be capable ot being elected 
or returned during that Parliament, And 
any candidate who may not have been 
returned, and who may haye been guilty of 
any such acts, shall in like manner be dis- 
qualified from being elected, 

A further Act was passed and assented 
toatthe same time, making bettor pro 
Visions for the deciding of controyerted 
elections, Tho principal fouture of this Act 
Ie, that the old, roundabout, expensive, and 
often unjust method of procedure in such 
cases, by petition to the Commons, is 
abolished, and an Election Court ostablish= 
ed instead, "Phat tor Ontario is to #it in

by the Legislature; and for regulating the 
distribution of the money voted out of the 
public funds for charity, by proportioning 
the payments as far as may be to the results 
accomplished by the respective institutions 
alded, 

Other measures designed td promote var- 
jous objects of public adyantage will be subs» 
mitted for your consideration, 

I congratulate you on the general favour 
with which the people in eyery part of the 
Province have received the Act of Inst, Ses- 
tion respecting the long-vexed and complica- 
téd question of the debts due to the Munici- 
pal Loan Fund, Difficult questions have 
since ariaen In adjusting some of the sums to 
resolutions,in which you laid down the 
rules and principles by which you desired 
the adjustment tobe determined, A state~ 
ment will be communicated to you of the 
correct figure, 

The Joint Commissioner appointed to de- 
termine the boundary between Ontario ‘and 
Quebec made considerable progress with 
their work during the last year; and a ques- 
tion haying arisen as to the locality of the 
headof Lake Temiscaming, » compromise 
line, running due north from a point bes 
tween Rivers Blanche and Quinze,.has been 
proposed, and will be submitted for your

The collection of evidence with respect to 
our North-west boundary ia still going on ;

The Dominion Parliament, aince your last 
session, passed an Act assuming that balance 
of the debt of the Proyince of Canada which, 
by the Confederation Act the Provinces of 
Quebec and Ontario were to pay, and the 
proportion of which payable by each was 
one of the subjects of the arbitration between 
the Provinces. This legislation changes 
materially the relative positions of the two 
Provinces, a8 compared with the positions 
they occupled under the award; and nego« 
tlations have in consequence taken place 
with a view to an amicahle settlement of the 
various matters embraced in the award, 
These negetjations have not yet terminated.

settlera, With such a Railway we will be 
entirely independent of our neighbors, and 
can manage our affairs as we like, But 
with such a patch-work policy as that pro- 
posed by the Mackenzie Government we 
aro altogether at the meroy of tho United 
States for at least six months of the year, 
and well do Canadians kaow what it is to 
depend upon the tender mercies of that 
unecrupulous and powerful nation.

any part of the North American continent’ 

‘When this has boen atuted, oothing 
elao ia necessary, Any person of ordinary 
intelligence can see at a glanco that a rail~ 
way which never, throughout its whole 
course, comes within a hundrod miles of 
tho border line of a country, can do very 
little to develope the resources of that 
country. Itis better than nothing, but 
that is all that can bo said in its behalf, 
The immediate territory through which it 
runs would bo benofltted chiefly and in the 
firat place, and all beyond only incidental« 
ly, and after tho lapse of many years. 

“'Tostead of the fact that the ‘North 
Pacific’ is under construction being an 
argument for allowing the Canadian pro 
ject to lie in the meanwhile in abeyance, 
it afforda the strongest reason possible for 
its being pushed through without delay. 
Politically it igs a manifeat and pressing 
necessity, while commercially it is as 
evidently of the very highest importance 
for Canada, In this way alone can this 
country have any chance for her fair sharo 
in the lucrative trade with the North-west 
which will assuredly spring up, and in the 
varied traffic with the Pacifle world which 
to great extent will pass through Oana- 
dian territory, ifonce what will be the 
shortest and easiest route from ocean to 
ocean Is 1n working order, 

"Our neighbora know the value of the 
prize inyolved, und are making gigantic 
efforts to secure it exclusively for them- 
selves, Our rulers will be traitors to their. 
country and to British connection if they 
lose a single season in making it practicable 
and convenient tor gettlers to go to Fort 
Garry through our own territory, and in 
putting thingsin a fair way for the Can 
adian Paciflo Railway. It is a question 
not merely of convenience but of national 
existence. It must be pushed through at 
whatever expense. We believe it can be 
pushed through, not only without being a 
burden pecuniarily upon Uanada, but with 
fo absolute profitin every point of view. 
Without such a linea great British North 
America would turn out an ungubstantial 
dream; with it, and with ordinary pru- 
dence and wisdom on the part of her states-

are equeeaed in the least, the: circulation is 
checked, and coldness 4s inevitable. This 
free circulation cannot he eccured by a loose 
Upper with @ narrow sole, If, when the 
boot siands naked on a sheet of paper, it 
measures three and a half inches, the tole 
must measure three and a half, 


I will suppose you baye done this faith. 
fully, and yot your feet and lege are cold. 
Now, add more Woollen, and if you are to 
travel much in the Cars, of in a sleigh,pro- 
cure a pair of chamois-ekin or wash-lea- 
ther drawers, which I have found to be 
moat satisfactory, 

I have known a number of ladies 
afflicted with hot and aching head, and 
other evidences of Congestion about the 
Upper parts, who were completely relieved 
by @ pair of chamois skin drawers sud 
soled shoes. Three ladies 1p every 
four suffer from some Copgeation in the 
Upper part of the body, It 1s felt in a full

Noone hesitates to multiply 
the clothisg about the trunk, Why hesi- 
tale to increase the clothing about the legs? 
Asa preventive of many common affec- 
tions about the chest, throat and head, in. 
cluding nasal catarrh, I kaow nothing so 
effective as the dress of the lower extremi- 
ties which I am advocating, 


The bath isa good thing, exercise isd 
good thing, friction is a good thing, but, 
after all, our main dependence in this cli- 
mate must ever be, during the cold season, 
warm clothing. Already we overdo this 
about our trunk, but not one person in ten 
wears clothing enough about the legs and 
feet.—Dio Lewis in To-day.

Disastrous Fire in Ottawa! 


THE PAOIFIO RAILROAD RECORDS 
BURNED, 


LOSS $1,000,000, 


(From the Mail's Correspondence) 


Orrawa, Jan, 16.—A fire ocourred this 
evening which is fraught with tremendous 
importance to the whole Dominion, About 
7:80 an alarm was given, and it was dis- 
covered that the old building used ag the 
head quarters of the Canada Paciflo Ral« 
way suryey was in flames, Before agsist- 
ance was obtained the fire had gained such 
headway that it was feared the whole of the 
plane and ficld notes of thesurvey had been 
destroyed, Mr, Sanford Fleming, who 
was on the ground, says no calculation 
can be made ut present as to the loss, but 
he fears the three years’ labor of the sur- 
vey and one million dollars worth of plans 
aregone, The building waa isolated, and 
there should be a strict inyestigation into 
the cause of the disaster, as many persons 
have suspicions thatthe hre was not acci+ 
dental. However, the real cause may bo 
ascertained to-morrow, 

The Globe's correspondent says; “The 
information from the officers connected with 
the buildiug goes to show that nothing has 
been saved from the burned building but 
small armful of charrs Ifthis prove to be 
true, the los it ig thought may be incalcy-

; The Ottawa Citicen’ ot Baturday; 17th 
inst., gives tho following account of tlle 
disastrous fire in that city'on tha previous 
night : ee 

Ottawa witnessed Jast night the moat 
disastrous firo that has ever occurred 
Within its limits, and one which will 
claim an important Place in the annals of 
the Dominion, The loss cannot be cetix 
mated at less than one million and a half 
dollars, besides seriously delaying the 
construction ot our national highway—the 
Canada Pacific Railway. Nor isthe loss 
confined to this work alone, for the inter- 
colonial Railway documents hayo leo 
been entirely destroyed, us will be seen 
from the statement of Mr. Sanford Flom- 
ing, tbe Chief Engineer, which will be 
found below. Through this unfortunate 
accident, it is probable that a proper esti- 
mate of the cost of the surveys and other 
mattera connected with this great work 
will never be reached. The destruction of 
those plans and reports represents a dead 
loss to the country of some hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, besides Seriously re- 
tarding the construction of the Vacitic 
Railway. In addition to the papers and 
other valuables which were inthe building 
atthe time was the private and official 
correspondence of Mr. 8. Fleming for the 
past filtcen years, and which can never be 
replaced. Then there were the plans for 
the pew library building now in course of 
Construction, as well us the large plaster of 
Paris model of that structure, which was 
considered one of the finest works of tho 
kindin the Dominion. The greater part 
of the plans were saved, being in the 
wooden building in the rearof the bar- 
racks, The loss of last night will retard the 
construction ofthe Pacific road for fally 
two years, although the reaults of the sur. 
veysare known, and only the details have 
been lost. 


From what we have been able to ascer- 
tain from various sources, the followiag is 
An authentic account of the calamity: 
About 7:17 o'clock last evening, while Mre. 
Deslauriers, keeper of the building, was 
seated in the kitchen with ber family, she 
was startled by acrackling sound sbove 
her bend. On looking up, she discovered 
that smoke was issuing from the ceiling. 
She immediately sent one of her children 
to give bbe fire alarm to the Dominion 
policemen who were at the Westera block, 
and then assisted her children to leave the 
house, Whilst endeavoring to do so the 
ceiling fell through, and it was with the 
greatest difficulty that she succeeded in 
getting out uninjured, By thia time two 
men/had arrived and made en attempt to 
extinguish the fire, but it had gained too 
much headway to be subdued without the 
aid of hose and water, Mrs, Doslaurier 
then ran to the Eastern block, where the 
alarm was given to the policomen stationed 
there. The hose was got out of the differ- 
ent buildings, and a supply of water was 
turned op, but the flames had gained sucli 
advantage that there was no possibility 
saving the building.

Attention was then diverted tothe lower 
flat from which was saved part of the re- 
ports of the surveys in British Columbia 
during 1878, and several other doouments, 
The city brigade had now arriv- 
ed end taken up positions 
cither eices of the building, throwing 
steady streams of water but without effect. 
The tiremen were not disheartened ut this, 
but worked on with a zeal for whiob they 
deserve the highest credit, They worked 
Ull new midnight, when they departed, 
leavin the Dominion Police and Bogincers 
still ot work, The Intter remained all 
night watching tho buildiog, and by their 
presence preserved part of the wooden 
structure which contained the model of the 
library. The origin of the firo 1s a mystery 
and whether it was the work of an incen- 
diary or purely accidental cannot be detor- 
mined, Itis thought by some, however, 
that it caught in the room occupied by Mr- 
Carr, where there were large cracks in the 
floor, Aspark from tho grate might por 
sibly have dropped through, aud lighting 
ona pile of dust und other refuse which 
generally accumulates between double 
floors, ignited it, while parties underneath 
were unconscious of the danger, This 
practice of leaying hirge fires buroing after 
office hours should be looked into, for it 
je known that in many departments, even 
in the East and West Blocks, the same

Mr, Sandford Fleming, Chief Engineer,

The subject of providing a Hospital for the 
Town should recelyg your consideration the 
resent year, that wo may bo fully prepared, 
we should dnfortuoately bevisited with any 
contagious disease or opldemic, requiring u 
provision therefor, 

Owlng to the pecullar winter wo have had 
thus far, and In consequence thereof, (the ab- 
sence of good and sale crossing across our 
bay,) the loss of business arisingtherefrom, bas 
forced upon the public mind the necessity ‘of » 
permanent bridge to connect tho. Prince Kd- 
ward Uounty with ours at some convenient 
point, and I hope this Council will take {some 
immediate steps towards furthering so desira- 
ble an object, elther by offering a bonus to any 
Company that will undertake the work, or by 
such other means as may seem the most ad~ 
visable, and [ would recommend that notice 
be given of an application to Parliament for « 
Charter, authorizing the formation of a Com~ 
pany for that purposs andthat Provincial ald 
be asked to further the undertaking, 

I would recommend also that the Council 
take such steps as may seem best to thom to 
urge upon the Dominion Government the 
prosecution of and the opening ve of the long- 
talked-of Murray Canal. I look upon this 
work, If carried out and completed, ss one that 
will benefit our,Town matorlally, by opening 
up a new channel of communication to yerlous 
points on Lake Ontario aod the weat for our 
mineral wealth and surplus products of our soil 
and manufactures, 

The Town having glyen a bonus of $100,000 
to the Grand Junction Railway, it devolves 
upon us to use every effort to obtain directly 
or indirectly, if possiblo, some reasonable 
roturn for our outlay, and I know of none bettor 
than by favoring os faros we can by our influ- 
ence aod sapport, and, if necessary, by our 
means the extension of branch lines from the 
Marmora and Madoc iron beds to connect with 
the Grand Junction Rallway, by means of 
which the untold mineral and other wealth of 
our back country may be brought Into and 
through our Town, and either shipped from 
here, or, with the ald of smelting works {n our 
midét, manufactured into iron and thereby 
creating a large additional expenditure of 
money amongst us to tho advantage of all 
classes of our community.

And his wife, who were tho only persons in 
their house, Owing to some suspicious 
circumstances the door was forced open In 
the morning, and a frightful spectacle pre 
sentedjitself, Tho poor woman lay on the 
floor in a pool of blood, her dress torn 
and disordered, her face battered so that her 
features were scarcoly recognizable, her 
head gashed frightfully and her jaw bone 
broken, She was still breathing, but soon 
after expired. Cahill himself was found in 
bed, in a drunken stupor, and when 
roused, pretended he knew nothing of 
what had taken place, A coroner's jury 
Was Fummonod, a post mortem examination 
made, and. a verdict of wilful murder 
against Cabil! returned. ~ He is now tn the 
penitentiary awalting bis trial, which will 
not come on before May next. All the 
circumstances seem to indicate it as a case 
of deéliberae murder, It was at first 
thought that the woman, who was addict- 
ed to drinking as well us her husband, ac- 
cording to common réport, had been tak 
jog part in the drunken carouse ; but the 
post mortem examination showed that she 
had not been drinking, and that her 
sfomach contained nothing but an ounce 
or two of food. Her body was ‘ waked” 
for two nights, and crowds of people came 
to gaze atthe horriblegsight presented 10 
the mangled remains.

But, in the meantime, wo may 
fairly assume, forthe purposes of discussion 
during this election, that the Pacific Rallwey 
policy, defined’ In Mr. Mackenzie's addréss to 
the clectorsof Lambton, is-that which the 
Government will submit to Parliament at “Its 

next session.

built aod owned by the Government—not 
given to a Company, In support of this, 
he urged the immense charges 

for transportation by the railroads owned 
by Companies in the Western Statcs, The 
Government owning the road would pre- 
vent the organization of these large mon- 
opolies, against Which tho farmora of the 
West bad to protect themselves by the or- 
ganization of Associations, Still another 
reason was that he held the Government 
should retain a great part of tho territory 
for several years, in order to prevent the 
introduction of spirituous liquors, which 
had worked so much harm amongst the 
Indians.

A despatch from Greensbord, N, C.,gives 
the startling “nnouncement of the sudden 
death of the celebrated Siamese Twins on 
Saturday morning last, the 17th instant, 
which occurred at their residence at Mount 
N.C, : 

There are no details ot this sad events 
farther than the fact that Chang was par-” 
tially paralyzed last fal), since which time 
he bas been fretful, very much debilitated 
and strongly addicted to drinkirg. He 
had been quite feeble for several days in - 
desd 40 much g0 as to confine both brothers 
to bed, but the illness was not so great as 
tocause any anticipation of the catastro~ 
phe that was to follow, On Friday night 
they went to bed as usual, but during the 
night Chang became worse, and, to the 
utter dismay of all bis friends, expired 
suddenly about four o'clock on Saturday 
morning. As soon as it was discovered 
that his spirit had left its earthly tene- 
ment, and that death had claimed him for 
his*own, Eng became so terribly shocked 
that he rayed wildly: for a while, at times 
exhibiting signs of great mental aberration. 
This attack -was followed by what seemed 
to be deadly stupor, and all now watched 
engerly the fate of the surviving twin, #0 


long and inseparably united to his now 


dead brother, In two hours, itis supposed, 
from the death of Chang, Eng breathed _ 
bis last,/and in déath, as in life, the souls, 
as well as the bodies of the celebrated 
twins, were once more re-united.

Winter Palace, The various galleries were 
filled with Indies sumptuously attired. 
There was a Prevalence of peculiar Russian 
Costumes, made up mainly of velvet ond 
diamonds, The gentlemen all wore uni- 
forms, with the exception of the American 
Diplomats,’ After assembling, the bridal 
Procession was formed, with the grand 
equerries, chamberlains and other officers 
of the court leading ; then came the Czar 
Alexander and the Czarins, the Imperial 
Prince, the Ozarowitz and his wife, Prio- 
cees Dagmar, the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, Crown Princesa of Germany, Prince 
and Princess ofDenmark and Prince Arthur 
of Eogland. Then came the bride and 
bridegroom, the bridegroom wearing the 
Rossien naval uniform. The bride,Princess 
Marie Alexandrina, was splendidly sp- 
parelled in along crimson velvet mantle

INTERESTING TO GRAIN BurERs.—The 
following official comm unication, which has 
been sent tothe Inland Revenue Offices 
throughout the country, will be read with 
interest by all concerned ; Inland Revenue 
Department, Ottawa, Jan. 10, 1874 Sir.— 
Several grain dealers have been in corres- 
pondenee with this Department respecting 
the use of the ‘* Cental,” as provided in 
section 5 of the Act, 86 Vic., cap. 47, and 
enquiring whether there is any penalty for 
making contracts or delivering grain by 
the bushel, I therefore make you acquainted 
with the construction put upon tho law by 
the Department, let That although no 
special penalties are provided for making 
contracts or delivering articles by the 
bushel, still suoh contracts should be ille- 
gal and could not be enforced. 2nd, That 
4 bushel of wheat, even if specially men- 
tioued in an agreement, under sub-section

(From the New York Times.) 

The last adjournment of the extraordi 
nary Tichborne trial Baye tho British public 
4n opportunity of calculating the moat 
marvelous legal sensation of the age. The 
interest in the claimant's movements has 
begun to Pall slightly Upon English tax- 
payers —hence their very natural anxiety to 
learn how much they will have to pay for 
their whistle. Scores of letters have been 
addressed to the leading newspapers ‘upon 
the subject, and, from exhaustive articles 
inthe London and Provincial Press, it 
Secms that the most modest estimate of the 
Cost to the Government of Prosecuting the 
claimant for Perjury is set down at half a 
million pounds, This estimate is made 
Upon the supposition that the trial now in 


Progress will be the last trial of the Tich« 
borne case, 4 


Down to the present day, the claimant, 
—Baronet or butcher, or whatever he may 
be—has cost the British public in judicial 
salaries alone £25,000, The first trial, in 
which the plaintiff occupied the Lord Chief 
Justice Boyill one year; hence the Chiet 
Justice's salary, £7,000, was lost to~the 
other litigants of the day, and expended 
on the claimant alone. The Present trial 
ia conducted betore the Lora Chief “Justice 
ot England, and two of the puisne judges 
of the Queen's Bench, It has so far Jasted 
twelve months. Hence an expense of 
£18,000 ; £8,000 asa salary of the Chief 
Justice, and £5,000 each for the puisne 
judges. This added to the previous £7,000 
makes up the £26,000 we have named. 
Prior to the two lust trials there were the 
salaries of Vice Chancellors and other off- 
cers of the Chancery Court to be consider- 
ed. These have been roughly estimated 
at £7,000. The most important part of 
the expense, however, is found in the fact 

that the crown has taken up the prosecu- 
tion in the present trial. The ablest adyo- 
cates at the bar have been engaged ‘and the . 
fees paid to them, if the Stalemepts made 
jn the public prints are correct, are simply 
enormous. Mr, Hawkins, the leading 
counsel, 18 said to shave received @ retain- 
ing fee of £1,000 on his briel, and also to 
be io receipt of w daily “ refresher”—ap- 
propriate term—of £50, Mr. Sergeant 
Parry is credited with having been retain- 
ed witn a fee of £750, wad refreshed daily 
with £80. The three junior counsel are 
dismissed with retainers of £200, and “‘ re-

The next feature in the costis the ex- 
penses of witnesses, These witnesses, 
numbering about 150, bave not only to be 
kept in court from day to day,, but many 
of them have been brought from distant 
parts of the world. Their expenses can 
scarcely be estimated ; several of them 
have been known to have received lump 
sums of £1,000 and less to induce them to 
leave their distant howes, apart from their 
daily expenses while in England, As if 
all those items were not sufficient, the 
claimant's friend, Mr, Whalley, turns up- 
witb the mysterious Luie, who creates « 
profound ‘sensation by testifying on the’ 
claimanvs bebalf and a profounder séni 
tion by proving to be aw ticket ‘ot leave” 
mau, To destroy Mr. Luie's evidence, 
thousands of pounds were expended on & 
commission to ‘thié country, and a few 
thousands more in prosecuting detective — 
inquiries turoughout Great Britain. All 
these expenses, we must remember, have 
been incurred in prosecuting the claimant, 
60 that the disgust of the British public at 
finding that his defence 1s nearly as cx~ 
pensive to them,’ 18 do matter of wonder.

policy of the Government with regard to 
the Pacific Railway. The Afait has it on 
good authority that the Hon, Mr, De Qow 
mos, Premier of British Columbia, and 
member of tho late Houso of Commons, 
bas declared that if the Dominion Govern~ 
ment would not build the Canada Pacific 
Railway as agreod upon, hia Proyinoo 
would secede from the Union, “This may, 
perhaps, suit such mon as Messrs, Blake 
and Dorion, both of whom have declared 
Confederation a failure; buwit will not 
meet the views of tho great body of the 
people of this Dominion, whose faith stands 
solemply pledged to the Pacifle Province in 
thia matter, 

Nor, wo believe, will the people tolerate 
the idea that wo aro to lose that without 
which Confederation would indeed® be a 
failure—the possession of a  fron- 
tage on the great Pacific Ocean, 
which we should most assuredly do if wo 
drive Brittah Columbia out of the Union by 
dishonorably refusing to carry out the terms 
ot an agreement deliberately entered into 
with her, If i is desired to build up o 
great British-Amorican nationality upon 
this continent, it is absolutely casential that 
our territory should span the whole space 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific—not 
be bounded on the weat by tho Rocky 
Mcuntains, which would be the case if faith 
be not kept with our brethren on the Pa- 
cific coast. They have, besides, wealth 
untold to offer us if but once we open up & 
line of direct communication with them ; 
and advantages direct and indirect would 
accrue to the older provinces from the con- 
struction of that work, For instance, the 
thousands of laborers who would be em 
ployed on the road would benofic tho 
country largely by their presence. The 
fertile plains of Manitoba and the North- 
West generally would be thrown open to 
settlement and quickly peopled, and we 
would secure the ‘‘lion’ashare” of the 
great traffic which flows from the Eastera 
countries—China,Japan &c.,and,more than 
all thig,our union would be assured and per- 
manent.

INDIAN TROUBLKS.—The U, 8. War De- 
partment has reports from Fort Bil], Indian 
Territory, of tho firing into a detachment of 
troops of the 20th Infantry on Dec. 27th, 
while camped for the night at Deep Red 
Creek, The firing party were Comanche 
Indians. ‘They were driven off at daylight: 
This is the firet instance the commanding 
officer at Fort Sill knows of the Indians mo- 
lesting the whites at that post.

HONORS TO THE SUCCESSFUL CAN 
. DIDATES. 


The town last night was ina blaze of 
excitement over the elections in North and 
East Hastings. The reports during the day, 
though favorable, in the estimation of those 
who knew the Nortb, were, from their 
being chiefly from O'Flynn’s strongholds, 
sufficient to raise a doubt in the minds of 
those who did not know the gentiment of 
Madoo and Huntingdon, as to Mr, Bowell’s 

return, This feeling was fostered as much 
as possible by the tactics of our local con 
temporary, whiob, by suppressing infor 
mation supplied tv the office, posting false 
returns on their bulletin board, and des 
noupsing tho figures exhibited by us as 
false, succeeded in keeping the excitement 
at fever heat,as regarded the North Riding. 
The returns trom the East were also ma- 
nipulated in a somewhat similar manner, 
To-day, however, the perpetrators of these 
fe cations must feel cheap over the result 
thereof.
